The convention made provis- 
ion, for the first time, for pub- 
lic, free education for all. Pre- 
viously only the rich whites 
were. educated, and it was 
against the law to educate Ne- 
gro slaves. But now all were to 
receive the benefits of educa- 
tion, poor whites and Negroes. 
The constitution said, “. . . all 
of the children of the state be- 
tween the ages of five and 
twenty-one may attend free of 
charge.” 

‘Adults as well as children 
crowded the*first real public 
schools in Alabama. Some of the 
textbooks used show how high 
the flamé of liberty burned once 
in that state when all had the 
right to vote. —
